Report Slump 
In Number of 
MenEmployed 


The number of persons employed 


by self-insured employers in Wis- 
consin in October was 105 % less 
than the number these same em- 
ployers employed in February of 
this year and 8.8% less than the 
number employed in July, according 
to the labor market report of the. 
Industrial ipijimisKion. 
The total 


earnings of employes in these, fac- 
tories were 3.4% less in October 
than in July. 


These statistics indicate a close 


parallel between the conditions in 
Wisconsin and in New York, -where 
employment statistics have been is- 
sued by the Industrial commission 
of that state. These figures show a 
decline of 9% between. March, 1920, 
and October, 1920, in the number of 
employes. Prior to July the decline 
in the number of employes was con- 
siderably greater in New York than 
in "Wisconsin, but during: the la«t 
months conditions have been the re- 
verse. 
• The Wisconsin statistics also show 
a close parallel with the New York 
statistics in the average weekly 
earnings. These average weekly 
earnings for all factories reporting 
in New York in October were $28.- 
93, while in the same month the 
average in Wisconsin was $29.26. 


There was * decline in the num- 


ber of employes in all industries .in 
Wisconsin during October, except 
mining, stone-crushing'and quarry- 
ing, meat patking, bakeries and con- 
fectioneries, printing, and publish- 
ing, 
and railroad repair shops. The 


mosi: pronounced decline was in the 
metal and machinery group, 'with 
woodworking a close second.-

Work has commenced on the foun- 


dation of the central building of the 
Wisconsin General hospital, which'is 
to be built on the campus of the 
University of Wisconsin. Work on 
the superstructure will not com- 
mence until spring.

The 
structure now being built'will be 
six stories high and will contain 300 
beds.

William Ellery Leonard-Poet 


University Man, One of Outstanding Writers of the Country, 


Has New Volume of Verse. 


T 


HE world grows weary of "reformers," but the world never 
wearies of a poet with a fresh and ^authentic voice: Es- 


pecially if the poet abandons the frills and graces of "poetic 
phraseology," speaks out strongly in vivid Anglo-Saxon and 
communicates to the readers the fire of the writer's imagination 
and the breadth of the writer's vision. 


Such a poet is William Ellery Leonard, of the University of 


Wisconsin English department. And no where, in the long list 
of contemporary poetry is there a volume which should appeal 
with stronger force to the reader of today than "The Lynching 
Bee and Other Poems," which has just been published. (B. W. 
Huebsch Co., New York, S'LoO). 


In his introduction. Mr. Leonard says: "This volume brings 


together chiefly poems that attempt, by some union of imagin- 
ation and criticism, to phrase the ominous turmoil of the times.; 
It is the authors hope that it may be followed by a .volume 
phrasing more explicitly the creative energies and purposes al- 
ready so undauntedly a.t work." 


In carrying out his purpose, Mr. Leonard describes social 


injustices growing out of the war, racial animosity, and political 
differences. 
He uses striking rhythms and the unadorned lan- 


guage of everyday with the same effective manner that caused 
Hood's "Song of the Shirt" to be chanted on street corners and 
printed on pocket handkerchiefs. He invests the mere incidents 
of his poems with an underlying universal motif that embraces 
the wrongs of all mankind. 


Often In past history, the poet has done what the writing 


of a decade of reformers could never achieve—he has touched 
the national conscience—and his poetry is crystallized into the 
law of the next generation. The poetry of Mr. Leonard pos- 
sesses the quality that caused Shelley to predict the day "when 
poets would perform the function of legislators. 


The volume, beside "The Lynching Bee," the first genuine, 


poem to picture the negro in contemporary America contains, 
"The Heretics," based on the experience of four conscientious 
objectors in Alcatraz; "A War Movie," based on a notorious 
"patriotic" persecution at Evansville, Wis.; "The Old Agitator," 
a tribute to Eugene Debs; "Tom Mooney," and among a dozen 
others, "The Pledge," written for Sen. Robert M. La Follette 
and printed some months ago in The Capital Times. 


Not only is Mr. Leonard the outstanding figure in the field 


of poetry in Wisconsin, and not only was he classed, by an em- 
inent critic, as one of the six leading poets in America, but he 
has also won an enviable place in the field of philology. Among 
his published works are Lucretius, The Fragments of Emepo- 
cles, both translations into blank verse, Aesop and Hyssop, The 
Poet of Galilee, The Vaunt of Man, and Socrates, Master of Life. 
His play, Glory of the Morning, has been produced in Wisconsin 
and In the east. Mr. Leonard has been connected for. about 15 
years with the English department at the University. 


Some time ago The Capital Times printed a review of Prof. 


E. A. Ross' new book on Russia. Mr. Ross gave"1 us a scholarly 
interpretation of certain phases of Russian life-and psychology: 
Mr. Leonard gives us a burning picture of certain phases of 
American life and psychology. These are both great contem- 
porary writings, pictures of mankind under stress of strong 
emotions, and of more intimate interest -to Wisconsin readers as 
being the product of Wisconsin genius.
